At about six 


o'clock this morning the "fire was thought to 
be under 
control, but since then it has 


broken out ngaiu, nnd thin afternoon rnncbcd 
the west wing, which is now burning, but 
tho fire engines OD tho way from tho neigh- 
boring towns may be able to snve it.

hospital was supplied with water from n 
largo reservoir, but it wns impossible to get

Nearly fiOO patients were in the institution 


all of whom'wero removed without confusion 
or loss of life to tho detached buildings in 
the rear of the main building.

were in tho hospital obupel 
nt evening 


service, and this uircumstnnco assisted iu 
keeping tho unfortunates under control nnd 
together. 


Tho building wns in process of erection 


for eorno eleven years and was only finally 
completed lost-year, and cost tlio stnto about 
§(500,000. It wns n substantial structure 
built of stone, eleven hundred nnd 
forty 


feet front, with tho centre building and 
three flections on either side covering nn 
area of one nnd three-qunrterH ncren. The 
fire showed a faulty construction of tho 
roof in not having tire walls • nlso in the 
roof^betweon tho different sections, ns tho 
fire spread nearly tho length of the building 
along tha roof.

§250,000 on the hospital and furniture. 


DANVILLE, Pn., March C.—This afternoon 


the firemen succeeded in saving a portion of 
tho west wing, consisting of eight or ton 
wards, and a number of tho male patients 
have been returned to it.

LAST GASP OP THE 15 PUZZLE. 


Kiohard A. Proctor, says the 
London 


Truth, has devoted his energies to the solu- 
tion of the "Fifteen" or "Boss" puzzle, jind 
lias published some three or four learned 
articles on the subject. 
He bas calculated 


that there are no fewer tban 20,022,789,888 
positions in which the puzzle may bo placed, 
if an aspirant desires to attempt its solution. 
Of these bo has satisfied hiuiuulf 
that one- 


half are soluble, and the remaining half 
insoluble. 
The solubility of the problem 


depends upon a strange Inw of relation be- 
tween the line in which the vacant square 
occurs, and the number of what Mr. Proc- 
tor terms "displacements." If, for instance, 
we read the box in the ordinary 
way, 


beginning with the uppper horizontal line 
from 
left 
to 
right, 
and find It , to 


begin 
witb 
5, 
there 
are 
then 
fonr 


displacements, because five comes before 1, 
2, 3 and 4, whereas it ought to follow them. 
If the nest figure be 3, there are then two 
more displacements, because three comes 
before 1 and 2, whereas it ought to follow 
them. 
Now, according to Mr. Proctor, if 


the number of displacements arc ovon, and 
tbe vacant block is in one of the oven hori- 
zontal lines, reading from lelt to right— 
that is to say, iu the second line from the 
top or in the bottom line—then the problem 
is soluble. The same is tbo case if the 
number of displacements are uneven, and 
the vacant block be in nu uneven line. 
But 


where the displflcements are uneven and tbo 
lino of tho vacant block even, or vfee versa 
tho problem iti insoluble.
